Genera! Wood's Report For 


the Last Year Made Public 


DEATH RATE IS REDUCED 


Yellow Fever Stamped Out 


Elimination of Canteen 


Has B3en a Hardship 


and Detrimental 


to Discipline 


Washington, 
Oct. 10 — General 


Wood's report for the last fiscal year 
on military affairs in Cuba has been 
made public. It says that the general 
conduct of the American troops con- 
tinues excellent. 
Complaints are ex- 


tremely rare and the total number of 
deaths of officers and enlisted men 
during the year was only 67. 


Yel'ow fever Is now almost driven 


fiom the islands, owing to the ener- 
getic war measures and sanitary pre- 
cautions. 


During the summer five officers of 


the staff were ill with yellow fever, 
and three of them died. 


The old canteen issue is revived in

Fatal Accident at Clarks- 


burg to a Three Year Old 


Boy Named Potter 


THE STONE PIERCED THE SKULL 


But Left Such a Small Hole the Boy's 


Grandparents Did Net Think It 


Serious. Hemorrhage of the 


Brain Caused Death 


Francis E. Potter, three years old, 


eon of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Potter and 
grandson of Mr. and Mrs. Mulqueen of 
•Clarksburg, with whom he lived, died 
yesterday morning from the effects of 
an injury sustained the day before. 
The injury consisted of a fracture of 
the skull, caused by falling s gainst a 
sharp stone, and death was caused by 
hemorrhage of the brain. 


The boy was sent Tuesday morning 


to the home of a 
neighbor named 


Shea after milk, and while there he 
got to playing with Mr. Shea's little 
boy in the back yard. While they 
were playing the Potter boy tripped 
and fell, striking his h<f.d against a 
sharp stone. The blow stunned him, 
but he soon rallied. The wound did 
not bleed much and it was not sup- 
posed the boy was seriously hurt. He 
went home and played about the house, 
but little being thought of the acci- 
dent tlH afternoon, when the wound 
began to- bleed more freely. The fam- 
ily did what they could to stop it, but

When it left for Siboney. In reply to a 
question from tbe Judge advocate as to 
whether be'had observed the position 
of tbe Brookl.v* at the time of the begin- 
ning of tbe battle, tbe witness Kiid: 
"When the battle bad-been on about 10 
or 15 minutes inj attention was at- 
tracted to the'Brooklyn by my signal 
officer. Captain Dawbon. He said to me 
that the Brooklyn must be injured, or 
words to that effect, as she was dropping 
out of action. 1 observed the Brooklyn 
heading apparently about south or off 
•bore. 


"She was then on my port bow. half a 


mile perhaps ahead of us, and at that 
time a quarter of a mile outside of the 
line of our column. She was not turn- 
Ing, as far as 1 fould see. The Texas 
was apparently lying still in the water. 
I did not see whether she was backing 
or not. The distance between those two 
ships was impossible for me to see to 
Judpe the distance between them. I 
Bimply observed that there was a bunch 
of ships ahead of me. Not more th. a 
a few minutes later my attention was 
again turned to the Brooklyn. She had 
then proceeded a distance not over two 
iniles and not under one mile from the 
time I had seen her first and the second 
time I saw her as near as I could figure 
out, 1% miles to seaward to our column 
of battle. Immediately afterward she 
passed into the black smoke which was 
lying in patches about. I took no fur- 
tjher notice of her. On those occasions 
however, my recollection it very plain 
»nd the distance very near to what I 
glated." 


Judge Advocate: "Can you state gen- 


erally in what direction the Brooklyn 
was headed when you last saw her?" 


1 "Not more than two points difference 
from when I first saw her; apparently, 
not any difference, but I can say it could 
•ot have been more than two points, 
and that if she was headed as I believe, 
south by west, when I first saw, her 
Tier across tbe bows of the Texas, she 
was not headed more south by west 
west than when I last saw her." 


"Did you see Cevera's fleet when they 


came x»ut ot Santiago harbor?" "Yes, 
sir." 


"What direction did they take first 


after getting out and how far outside 
the mouth of the harbor were they when 
they changed their direction?"

Spinners Demand l?nanimous 


Vote on the Matter 


THE TANGLE AT FALL RIVEE 


Appears to Have Become More Com- 


plicated Than Ever, Because of tbe 
Misunderstanding Between the Dif- 
ferent Unions Interested 


Fall Iliver, A/ass., Oct. 10.— The whole 


question of whether or not there will be 
a strike in the cotton mills of this city 
on account of the refusal of the manu- 
facturers to grant a 5 percent increase in 
wages was reopened last night. 


A misunderstanding in regard to a 


unanimous or majority vote existing 
among the unions was the reason as- 
signed by the executive committee of 
the textile council for postponing the 
strike for two weeks from last Monday. 
At the time this action was taken it was 
said it would necessitate meetings of 
the various unions to take action upon 
the acceptance or rejection of the rec- 
ommendation, and thus the results of 
the previous meetings were rendered 
void. 


There was a meeting of the council 


Tuesday night to discuss the situation 
and it was then voted Jo leave the whole 
matter to the unions to settle in their 
general meetings called for this week 
and next. The. first of these meetings 
were held last night by the carders. 
The carders, after a long discussion, u- 
etructed their secretary to call a special 
meeting for next Tuesday evening, for 
the purpose of taking action upon the 
recommendation to strike, and to rind 
out whether the union will consider it- 
self bound by a majority vote. 


It was understood by some of the 


unions that in the event of three of the 
five unions voting to strike the others 
would consider themselves bound by 
their action. In other unions it was be- 
lieved that the vote must be unanimous 
or there would be no strike. Four of 
the unions vn'ed to strike, and ihe ac- 
tion 'of the spiniicrs last Saturday in 
voting not to strike complicated mat- 
ters to such an c-xteui i:.st the council 
postponed the strike.

The great and conspicuous strength 


of the production is in its chorus. Mr. 
Perley has succeeded in gathering a 
chorus 
which, if it has 
ever been 


equalled in this city, certainly could 
not be surpassed. It included all the 
virtues of comeliness, vocal strength 
and harmony, and masterly training. 
The music of the piece was breezy 
and catching, and the work of the or- 
chestra should be given its cms share 
of credit. In solo singing Mr. Perley 
has promised less and given less. This 
was conspicuously below the standard 
of chorus work, the best feature of it 
being that at tne end of every stanza 
the chorus \\ as given a chance. The 
solo work, however, improved in qual- 
ity steadily as the piece progressed, 
Donald Brine's terior solo, "We're all 
good fellows," and Miss Louise Gun- 
ning's "It seems like yesterday1'" were 
the best of the serious efforts, the lat- 
ter being the strongest of the piece. In 
lighter vein Walter Jones' "It seemi 
ed like home" was capita'ly done. 


Digby Bel!', the man who "investi- 


gated vice for a society which sup- 
pressed it, if it wanted to" grew in 
favor, although his singing was far 
from equal to his songs. Miss Marie 
Cahill as the "chaperc-n" has a quiet 
style of interpolating fun which was ef 
fective. Miss Eva Tangua as the "girl 
sleuth" had an athletic voice and man 
ner, while the comedy of Walter Jones 
was as "taking" as his habits of life. 


The comedy of the piece was of the 


free-and-easy kind which is always ef- 
fective, but it was allowed 
a large 


margin of unnecessary vulgarity in 
places which added nothing to the fun 
of the piece and detracted from the im 
pression which was left. This was the 
production's only fault. 


There were many minor comedians, 


like the elongated valet and the di- 
minutive German musician, too num- 
erous to mention. Features like the 
mandolin chorus and the dancing of 
Miss May Stebbins also added their 
full share to the enjoyment of the eve- 
ning. But "The chaperons" will best 
.be remembered for its matchless chords 
*nd its dazzling stage pictures, regard- 
less of its other merits. 


John Mason with a company of his 


equals presented h's hew play "The 
altar of friendship,"75 at the Richmond 
theater last evening, giving one of the 
most finished performances that it has 
been the pleasure of North Adams to 
see in many a day. Mr. Mason was at 
his best, quiet, 
intense and polished. 


But his performance, fine as it was, 
was matched by the work1 of his sup- 
port, the company having not a weak 
spot in it. The play was written for 
Mr. Mason and suits his style of act- 
ing to perfection. Miss Margaret Ful- 
ler, 
Miss 
Nannette Cofnstock and 


Malcolm Williams were perhaps chief 
of his support by virtue of their parts 
rather 
than by being superior in the 


excellence of their -work. 
It was all 


too 
good for individual mention, the 


company being best regarded as a com 
pany 
together 
ra*her than as in- 


dividuals, so perfectly 
in harmony 


was their work. It will be a long time 
before this city will see a better so- 
ciety drama than this, and better act- 
ing of this sort than Mr. Mason's. The 
audience was not large, 
but it was 


held in closer attention than an au- 
dience has, been in a local theater for 
a seas'on at least. Curtain calls fol- 
lowed every act and the greatest tri- 
bute came at the close when, instead 
of a rush for the doors as usual, the 
audience remained to give the com- 
pany three curtain calls a most re- 
markable thing. 


Another p induction of peculiar merit 


is expected at the Richmond this eve- 
ning in Clyde Fitch's famous colon- 
ial play, "Nathan Hale," with How- 
ard Kyle in the title role. The play 
was given in Albany Thursday even- 
ing, and the Albany Press-Knicker- 
bocker said of it yesterday: "The 
play' is exquisitely beautiful and is 
presented by as lcle«er a company as 
has been seen in this city In years." 


PUDDINGS AND SAUCES. 


By Mrs. Barbara Sadler. 


We are now approaching the time of 


the yonr when a good pusUling is appro- 
tinted by all. I have one or two excep- 
tionally good recipes iu this partlculai 
branch of cookery that I want you all 
to g e a trial. They are not only rich 
but are rrf<- jfrom all objection, a« uo 
wines or liquors are required in their 
composition. 


The first you may try now, and then 


I am sure it will grace yonv table on 
Christum iky. It is made UH follows: 
The 
ingredients are—one-half 
pound 


beef suet, one pound blau(.-hed< nlrnonds, 
one orange, one-half pouud, figs, three 
eggs, one cup of molasses, two pounds 
of raisins, one-quarter of a pound of 
grated chocolate, one lemon, one table- 
spoonful of cinnamon, throe and one- 
half cupfuls of flonr, one cup of boiling 
water, one pound of currants, oae- 
qnarter of a pound of citron, one pound 
of dates, one teaspoonful of cloves, two 


. teaspoonfuls of baking powder, one-half 
I cup of sugar. 
Remove the fibre from 


the snet and chop fine; pour the boiling 
water over it. Then add the raisins, 
chopped 
and 
seeded; 
the 
almonds, 


blanched and chopped very fine, and the 
chopped nj;s and dates. Slice the citron 
into small pieces and add to the mix- 
tuie. Then add the grateil chocolate, 
the juice and grated rind of both the 
orange and lemon, the beaten yolks of 
the eggs, and the currants, dredged with 
flour. Stir a scant half teaspoonful of 
soda into the molasses and add this 
next. Last add the liigar, baking pow- 
der, flour and spices sifted together, and 
then fold in the beaten whites of the 
pggb. Butter, then flour, ajpncjding mold. 
Pour the pudding "m'to" it and cover 
tightly. Put the. mold in a kettle of 
boiling wator and boil four hours. Have 
the tea kettle on the stove with plenty of 
boiling water, as it spoils the pudding to 
allow it to stop boiling. When done' 
turn into a baking pan and allow it to 
Brown in the oven fifteen minutes. If 
kept in a cool place, where it is dry, 
this pudding will keep well for a long 
time, only needing to be heated up to be 
ready for the table. 


A good sauce for the above is made as 


follows: One pint of boiling water, one- 
half cup of sugar, juice and grated rind 
of two lemons, one tablespoonful of 
flour. Beat the yolks of the eggs, the 
flour, sugar and lemon juice together, 
and beat into the boiling water, cook 
three minutes, stirring all the time to 
prevent sticking. Just before sending to 
the table add the whites of the eggs, 
beaten stiff and one tablespoonful of 
butter. 
Another pudding that I have found 


desirable is called a Scotch currant pud- 
ding: Into two quarts of flour put one 
cup of beef suet, cut fine; one and one- 
half cnps of sugar,- four tablespoonfuls 
of molasses, two cups of chopped rais- 
ins, two cups of currants,, two teaspoon- 
fuls each of allspice, cloves, and cinna- 
mon, 
one grated nutmeg, lour heaping 


teaspoonfuls of baking powder; mix 
well" Pnt in enough water to make a 
stiff dough. Put in a bag tied at the 
end, 
put in a kettle of boiling water, 


with a saucer in th,e bottom to. keep it 


i from sticking to the bottom of the ket- 


tle. Cook slowly tfiree hours, then re- 
move sack and seryfe' ,hot with lemon 
sauce. _ 


TAPIOCA GRIDDLE CAKES. 


i 
Stir half a cupful of fine tapioca into 


a cupful of boiling water and add half 


, a teaspoonful of salt. Continue stirring 


until the tapioca, is transparent, then 


1 add one cupful of cold milk, one well- 


beaten egg and 'a cupful of flour sifted 
•with two level teaspoonfuls -of baking 
powder. Cook as 'Sbftu as' mixed and 
serve at once.

BEEF A LA MODE. 


Buy a pie'-e fiom the under part of 


the round or the- face of the rump ami 
let stand seveial hours in a marinade ot 
half a cupful each of vinegar and oil, a 
chopped onion, ei^lit peppercorns, a bay 
leaf nud chopped paisley. Baste ofteii 
and when ready to cook, wipe dry nivl 
brown on all sides in hot dripping to 
sear the outside and give :i flavor to the 
meat. 
Half cover with boiling water 


and cook at the simmering point with 
the addition of salt v\ht»u needed, from 
four to seven hours. Thicken the gravy 
with flour and water and serve with 
the meat. 


SOFT HERMITS. 


Cream helf a cupful of butter and 


add grauually one cupful of granulated 
sugar, half a cupful of seeded and 
chopped raisins, two tablespoonfuls of 
flour sifted with half a teaspoonful each 
of cinnamon, mace and nutmeg and one- 
fourth teasnoonfnl of cloves. Lastly put 
in' two well-beaten eggs, half a cupful 
of milk and enough flour sifted with two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder to make 
a soft "dough. Pat out a small piece of 
the dough to the thickness of half an 
inch or less, cut in rounds and bake in 
a quick oven. 


PEANUT COOKIES. 


Cream one-fourth cupful of butter 


and gradually add half a cupful of 
sugar aud three-fourths cupful of pea- 
nuts, pounded fine in a mortar. Stir in 
one beaten egg and when light add one- 
fourtB teaspoonful of salt, two table- 
spoonfuls of milk and one cupful of 
flour into which two teaspoonfuls of 
Making powder have been sifted. Drop 
the mixture on to buttered tins, a tea- 
spoonful at a time, and garnish the top 
of each bit of dough with a piece of nut. 


BAKED BEAN SOUP. 


To one and one-half cupfuls of cold 


baked beans add four cupfuls of boiling 
water, one slice of onion and one- 
quarter of a teaspoonful of celery salt. 
Cook twenty minutes and rub through a 
sieve. Add one-third of a cupful of to- 
mato catsup and salt and pepper to 
taste. 
Melt one-half tablespoonful of 


butter, add one tablespoonful of flour 
and stir into the boiling soup. 


CURRIED EGGS. 


Slice two onions and fry them in but- 


ter. Add a tablespoonful of curry >pow- 
der and one pint of good broth or stock 
and stew until the onions are quite ten- 
der. Then add a cupful of cream thick- 
ened with arrowroot or rice flour, sim- 
mer a few minutes and beat in eight or 
ten hard boiled eggs cut in slices. Do 
not boil this mixture. 


SEA MOSS PARINE SPONGE. 


Mix together half a tablespoonftil of 


sea moss farine and one-third cupful of 
sugar and stir it into a pint of milk. 
Cools twenty 'minutes over hot water, 
Stirring occasionally, flavor to taste and 
fold into the mixture the stiffly beaten 
whites of two eggs. Turn into a ring 
mould rinsed in cold water and when 
ready to serve turn out of the mould 
and garnish with sweetened fruit. 


CINNAMON CAKES. 


Make a firm paste of six ounces of 


butter, a pound of fine, dry flour, three- 


't quarters of a pound of sifted sugar and' 


a dessertspoonful of pounded cinnamon. 
Add three eggs, or four, if needed, beat, 
roll, but not very thin, anil cut out the 
cakes with a tin cutter. Bake them in 
a -very gentle oven fifteen or twenty 
minutes, or even longer should they "not 
be done all through. 


WHITE MUSHROOM SAUCE. 


Melt one tablespoonful of butter in t 


saucepan, add one tablespoonfui of 
flour, and pour on 'slowly one cup of hot 
milk. 
Season with one-quarter of a 


teaspoonfal of salt) a few grains of 
cayenne, and one-third cup of _ canned 
mushrooms cut in slices lengthwise.

Treasury Official* Propone to Pat Hl» 


Portrait on Ten Dollar Bill*. 


A committee of treasury officials is 


considering the qnfstion of placing the 
portrait of tbe late President McKln- 
ley on future issues of national bank 
b'lls of the denomination of $10, says 
the Washington Post. The matter is 
ouiy tentative at present and is in an- 
ticipation of the extension of chartera 
cf national banks nrxt year. The pres- 
ent law provides that charters expire 
iu 1902. ftey were renewed-in 1882, 
and Comptroller Dawes has held that 
tbe law docs not, in his opinion, au- 
thorize a second extension of charter*. 
That law, passed away back in war- 
times, declares, however, that on the 
extension of charters new bills must 
be printed. So whether the charters 
are to be extended or new charters is- 
sued in their stead new national bank 
bills must be printed nnless congress 
takes some action to the contrary this 
winter. 


It is in anticipation of this situation 


that the advisability of printing the 
portraits of prominent men on national 
bank bills is being considered. Tbe 
committee has already agreed upon the 
advisability o'f McKinley's portrait for 
the $10 bills, of Harrison's portrait for 
the $5 bills and of McCullocti's por- 
trait for the $20 bills. Still other por- 
traits for other denominations will be 
selected and a recommendation made 
to the secretary of the treasury. There 
is now sufficient authority to print por- 
traits on new issues of national bank 
notes., It is the opinion of experts that 
portraits on bills make it mo.-e diffi- 
cult to counterfeit them, the subject 
having been investigated quite exten- 
sively by treasury officials. But while 
portraits have been printed on silver 
certificates and legal tender notes hith- 
erto no portraits have appeared on na- 
tional bank notes with the exception of 
G airfield's. It is noteworthy that his 
portrait appeared- on national bank 
notes in 18SC, not'long after his as- 
sassination.

That this is so 
is verified to Senor Batre's satisfaction 
by legends and inscriptions he found on 
the walls of some ot the rooms. He 
took a copy of them and complete sam- 
ples of pottery and other designs to 
make further comparisons upon return- 
ing to old Mexico? but, having studied 
the Toltec hieroglyphics, he is positive 
the cliff dwellers and the Toltecs were 
one and the sam^ people...

ment voiced in the phrase "The rights 
of Englishmen" 
There war fo the 


end between our fathers and the en- 
croaching foe which represented a na- 
tion whose ruler could say "I am the 
state." Ten

held at bay for 28 hours General Ri- 
gand and his hundreds M French reg- 
ulars. 
The cause of the men within

like to remember was not only oneunon

:he two. Not only must she send her 
husband, her son, her brother to the 
battlefield, but while she waited and 
tvatched and prayed for the issue, she 
was called upon for countless lesser 
sacrifices. She frowned upon -amuse- 
ments, she foreswore luxuries. She 
chose to be claid in homespun rather 
than deal with the British market. 
They not only gave up their beloved 
tea, but lamb and mutton, that the 
sheep might be devoted for the pro- 
duction of wool for clothing.

Mr. Hull on Patriotl*m In Education 


Superintendent I. F. 
Ball made a 


Fhort address on "Patriotism in edu- 
cation." He asked his heaerrs to dis- 
tinguish between education in patriot- 
ism and patriotism in 
education, for 


education is broad enough to include 
not only partiotism, but temperance, 
morality and religion. Did you ever, 
he asked, try to discover the essen- 
tial elements of that very immaterial 
and intangible but real thing natriot- 
ism? 
Mr. Hall said there are in pat- 


riotism three essential elements, 
the 


first 
of which is enthusiasm under 


the influence of an inspiring and up- 
lifting sentiment. 
To illustrate this 


he referred to the battle of Lexing- 
ton, where 
the embattled farmers 


were not fighting against a tax on tea, 
but for sentiment and principle which 
led them to face the hardships of an 
eight years' war, a sentiment which 
had brought the gathering before him 
together. But we must not be de- 
ceived by appearances, for it is not in 
war only that the highest and most j 
lasting sentiment Is kindled. The poem i 
that tells tof the ''Shot heard round the ' 
world," had been read all over the 
world and has kindled -a great deal of 
sentiment. We can put patriotism into 
education by means of literature. 


The 
second essential element of pa- 


triotism is social absorption under the 
influence 
of a n'oble and ennobling 


ideal, for we need 
more than senti- 


ment and enthusiasm. 
A man must 


feel that his life is not the most val- 
uable, but society; and as a member 
of society he should feel it his duty 
to sacrifice, if necessary, not only his 
comfort, but his property, and even . 
his life, for the good of society. Man j 
dies, 
but society lives, and in his- 


tory and biography we find the record 
of 
lives which we should all emulate. 


In school we can hold up such lives- 
as those .of Washington, Grant and 
Lincoln till every boy and girl will feel 
that it is best to lead that kind of a 
life, 
and one of the grandest things 


done by the D. A. R. is to keep alive 
these examples. 


The third essential of patriotism Is 


personal purity, honesty_and integrity. 
When every man and every woman' is 
good as it Is possible t'o be we shall 
have an ideal commonwealth.

Massachusetts! which 
echoed with and stoutly made good 
the inspiring declarations of that sil- 
ver-tongued orator of freedom—James 
Otis. 


Here dwelt and dealth vith tyran- 


ny that host of devoted patriots, whose 
distinguished deeds and words and 
names form so resplendent a portion 
of the history of the 
struggles for 


American Independence. Adams, Han 
lock, Quincy, Warren are names not 
born to die. 


Here have ever been sounded the 


bugle calls to defeat oppression, de- 
fend Mberty. Here In imagiation one 
sees the stretch of country through 
which galloped Paul Revere on\, his 
historic ride, 
renowned in song and 


story, to arouse patriots to defend 
their country's cause. Here are the 
battle fields more renowned than 
Thermopylae or 
Waterloo, 
because 


upon the fields of Lexington and Con- 
cord, and at the immortal defense of 
Bunker Hill, were founded and ce- 
mented in the blood of noble ones, the 
base of our great republic. So with 
these remembrances 
flocking 
thick 


around me, it is with intense pleas- 
ure that I stand for the first time as 
a member of the D. A. E. upon the 
soil of Massachusetts,
